Wasuinqton, Feb. 2, — In resiwnse to 
many sympathetic in<4nirie8 and proffers 
of aid received from friends in the 
United States, the department of state 
has received from the minister at St. 
Petersburg an interesting report of the 
aotaul condition of the Htricken diatricta 
of Ru8«<ia, prepared from evidence of 
eye-witneases ami most tmstworthy 
soorces, of which the foUowfaig is epit- 
omst 

The t er ri t or y afflicted by the drouth 
oomprlses thirteen pro\'iuce8 of Euro- 
pean Ru8»5ia where the famine is gen- 
eral, viz: Kazan, Mijni, Novgorod, 
Orenburg, Onfa, Pensa, Riazan. Ku- 
mara, Saratoff. SimbirdK. Taiubott, 
Tonla, Viatka and Voronege. In five 
other provinces the famine prevails in 
part, viz: KUnk, Olonetz, Orel, Perm 
and Tauride. One or two others hk - 
Kharkov have suffered to some extent, 
bat are not included in the official lint. 

The first thirteen provinces in area ai »■ 
one-third grsatnr than all Germany. 
They cover an area equal to the state« 
of Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Massiichu.setts, Rhode Isliind, Connecti- 
cut, New York, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Delaware, Maryland. Vii-;jiniu, 
West Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, (Georgia and Kentucky alto- 
gether. The population is about eciual . 
or about 27,000,000. 

The provini;eti above named, if indnd- 
ed in the aniiparison would equal a com- 
bined aro.'i of Indiana, Iowa I^Iichigan, 
Wisconiiin, Minnesota, Illinois, North 
and South Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas 
and half of Oliio. Tlie total population 
of these five provinces is nearly double 
that of th«.; eleven states. 

This vast section is at;ricnltural and 
the richest and ordinaniy the rat t 
froitfnl soil of Russia. The destitution 
is not universal, as thoi-e arc th(J^>o 
whose accumulations h»ve saved them 
from want, and there are some spoN 
prseervLHl from blight by ii-rigation 
where u ^ood harvest was reaped, but 
at tlie Ix'st estimate, Qxe propdrtkn of 
suffering is enormous. 

An official estimate of the number of 
those without food or means of snpport 
who require aiil is given at 14.()0(>,(hK) 
persons, and this is probably below tlie 
true uumber. , 

For tliree years the crop has fallen 
short of the average, and the daficif^ncy 
of the jvwt f^eason left the 8torehou--es 
well nigh empty, and vrit^ the increabv-d 
failure of thi.<« year it is evident and. 
Minister Smith adds, positive that unless 
equal rehef cAn be supplied the great 
suffering will grow. The great propor- 
tion of tlie {loasHiitry is not provident. 
The i>eu.sant.s uiitke no savings, but live 
wholly dejiendent upon yearly crops, 
hence long continued and widespmul 
drouth leaves them subject to outside 
relief. 

The scarcity of provisions is not the 
Oldy misery of the iieople. The cro])s 
sre the foundation of their whole eco- 
nomic structure. When ^sir tamp* fail 
various evils follow. The government 
loses revenue and the peasants lack all 
the necsassties of life — clothing, fire- 
wood, farming implements, subsistence 
of horses and catue, all deiwndupou 
this resource. The crops, the taxes and 
rental continue, aad it is as difilcult to 
get fuel as food in some asotions. Cold 
as well as hunger cause terribia suffer- 
ing. Large numbers of persons hud- 
dle togetoer in soma noosss most 
oondudve to warmth and even thatched 
FQofk are torn off and stvawfedtothe 
dying embers. Clothing is given away 
for bread. Horsss and cattle are sai.i- 
ficed. Fodder is as soaroe as human 
f<|Od. In aooe psss horseflesh has been 
saerilloed foreaMsteaos. 

During the friatn there Is no work, 
and frequently lathers havs left their 
wives and children to fight the battle of 
want alone, because they could do 
nothing, sfd .their, absence would leave 
fewer monihs to feed at home. The 
te sad maav ars eating is eomposed of 
wild arrock, potatoes, chaff and leaves, 
and these ttfribla> eqnditjons produce 
dlssase. Withtai^radias of <Hiemile 
there are, ISO oasee of. Imthoid fever. 
Peetileuos and hunger are oaily gaining 
ground, and pestilence is dsdinsting the 
people. 

Through January, February and 
March uie roads will be g'xsl and all 
energies shall be bent to ixmrin^ pro- 
visions into the suffering provinces. 
The rivers are frozen. Two or three 
railroads run into the famino-strickon 
prorinoes, but then are no branches 
mUftU provisionf fMll heearried long 
distaaoea ^ v*9MSA*^ problem is 
how to ean7 MOUV^inrinff the next 
three months, not nSdm for the present, 
but also to tide Overtwm the next har- 
vest, which shouHhe is Jvljr. 

In the middle ^ JUttik or first of 
April the roads will becom" heavy or 
difficult. Horses now availaulu for the 
Kpring farming will be in use. Time is 
a most important factor of the work of 
relief. Every week vi;aL Om bpn- 
dred and eiglaty miUion pounds ol food 
are necessary. Fifty carloads should sr 
rive every day, but only eleven carloadb 
were received Christmas week. The 
emergency pending has not been realised 
unf ortanately, but thq sp^tov of famine 
has overawed everybouy, aud every 
energy must be struiued to mitigate 
the ciuamUy.

\Vh' n th'- cfiasi guaii^men reached 
the Eider they otfered to take off the 
passengers, but, Ca]itain Heinecke de- 
cline<l to allowed them to h ave the ship, 
expressing hiinsidf confident of jirovid- 
iiiH; for tlif ir safety. By this time the 
wind had incriiased so much that a 
furious gal ' was ruling, the sea rising 
every mon. nt and breaking over the 
steamship, which' was worldni; badly on 
the rocks and increa.sing tlie size of the 
holes cut in her bottom. Tue Avater 
w)vs also rising in her bold in spito of 
the fact tliat the pumps.were kept going 
continually. 

Eveutuaily the jiasM Ugers became so 
alarmed a 1.1 pleaded so eaniestly with 
Capt4iin ITeiiiecke to be allowed to go 
asliore in tl coast-gnard or other life- 
boats that the Eider's coniiuander con- 
sented to allow some of them to, do so. 
The lifeboats were tossed about like 
corks, and ihe iiassengers and crew were 
repeatedly half drowned beneath the 
crests of towering breakers. Tue 
drenched and half-drowned passengers 
and life-savers were heartily cheered 
upon landing, and received every assist- 
ance from ihose gathered to welcome 
them. 

The lifeboats throughout the day con> 
tinned their gidlant efforts to batde suc- 
c«Bsfnlly with the wind, waves aad 
rocks, and at 8 o'clock last night all the 
passengers had been safely landed. 

The Eider's cargo consists of a large 
consignment of cotton for English and 
Gennaa maanf actnrers. By the order of 
Csptain Heinecke, about sixty bales of 
cotton were hoisted oat of the hold and 
thrown overboard, thus lightening the 
vessel to an appreciable extent ef- 
fort is now bnng made to get her off 
tlie rooks. 

The vessel is 5500 register, aad was 
considered one of the best veeeels of the 
North German Lloyd's fleet. The pas- 
seuj^ers were mostly Germans, Scandi- 
navians and Danes, returning to thair 
native lands. 

The spot where the Uder is ashore is 
not far from where ia the autumn of 
1878, on a calm Sunday afternoon, H. 
M. S. Eurydice a British government 
training lioat. while returning from a 
cniise in the Pacific aud West Indies, 
capsized in a sudden stiuiUl anddrowi-cd 
fonr hundred men. The Burydict;, 
when the swell struck her. had her port 
holes open on ac<*ouiit of the fine weath- 
er, and was so close to land, to use a sea- 
man s phrase, that you "could chuck a 
biscuit ai^liore," yet nearly every sovl CO 
board the ship was drowned. 

New rreaeh Tariff ta Fmwk

and consignees to get their carooee en- 
tered at the custom-houses bslore the 
new oommaroial arrangemeats went into 
effect. A number A vessels arrived 
just in the nick of time to get their car- 
goes in under the old tariff. Several 
tipanuh wine steamers arrived at Bor- 
deaux at a minute before 0 o'clock last 
night. Their captains had thriven the 
vessels at their top speed to make port, 
so that the wine they carried might 
escape the new and higher tariff, and 
they were very indignant when they 
went to enter their vessels and aagoM 
to find the custom house closed for tbe 
day, business being suspended at U 
o'clock sharp. One captain nianagin? 'o 
get his papers into the hands of the 
customs ofincials just ss the hour struck. 
This, however, was all that was necos- 
sary, and his cargo eecai)ed the hig^ r 
duty, which would have anionnte(l to 
6,000 francs more thau what was {Miid, 
owing to the captain's good luck in get- 
ting to the cust om house in time.

sleet keeps the bnds back. 
An esehange says: "The Deoember 

Treasury statement bIiows a total of 187,- 
346 live cattle exported in the latter half 
of IWl, against S05,168 In thesame part 
of 1890 -a fall-off of 37,822. The aggre- 
gate sums which they brought were re- 
spectively $14,861,511 and $16,483,728, or 
188.76 and $8aS4 per head— a gain of $S.4I 
per head in 1881 over 1890. Just now 
there is nothing to indicate a great pros- 
pective change in either the volume of 
or in the Income from the cattie export 
trade. There is no evidence that last 
year's business cannot be duplicated, al- 
though few obeervers expect to see as 

large an output of cattle for the foreign 
market as in 1890. Unless some change 
in foreign regulations shonld be made, or 

some new market be opened, that year is 
likely to atand out for some time m plicv 
uomenal. By the way, the value of the

Had it not been for the wonderful out- 
ward movement of breadstuffs in the past 
sis months agrleoltofa would have ahown 
a loaa In the foreign maricet" 

Tax For Benefit of a Oorporation-. 

In the case of Adams, dec., versus Ual- 
bert, taken up from Lewis County, the 
Court of Appeals in aflirming says: 

" First— To entitle one not a party to 
an action In whkh a Judgment has been 
rendered to qoestion the validity of the 
Judgment, he must allege that his rights 
are materially affected by the judgment, 
and that it was obtained by fraud or col- 
lusion or without his knowledge. 

Se<x)nd— A turnpike company being 
authorized by its charter to have all the 
property within a certain boundary as- 
sessed for each year so long as nei-essary 
to pay for the construction of its road, 
and to return the assessment to the 
County Court for the purpose of having 
it listed witii the Sheriff for collection, 
a creditor of the omnpany, whose claim 
was incurred in th« conHt ruction of the 
road, having obtained a judgment and 
return of "no property," has, aa decided 
upon a former appeal in this case, the 
right.to invoke the aid of the Chancellor 
to secure the appropriation of the tax to 
the payment of his debt And the tax- 
payers can not in such an action ques- 
tion the validity of the claim upon which 
plaintiff's judgment was rendered, or his 
right to aubjectthetaxoo to the payment 
of his debt"
